Were ſmall , his pleaſure and his purpoſe was, 
T'aduance that Garter, and to inſtitute 

A noble order ſacred to Saint George, (tearm'd, 
And Knights to make them, wh6 he would haue 
Knights of the Garter : this beginning had 

T his honorable order of our time, 

But truer farrc that tromthe holy land, 

This holy order cic, whoas a garter high aduan\ſt 
& ſeru'd toran enſign,% wascrown'd with vitory 
Hereon I thought when I beheld the King, 

I was inſtruted in the circumſtance, 

And found it was King Edward that did march 

Inrobes, like thoſc he ware when with his Lords 

He held Saint Georges royall teaſt on carth, 

Hiseldeſt ſonne ſurnamed the blacke Prince, 

Though blacke ot hue,y ſurname yet in Fraunce 

He wan : for terrour to the Frenchmens hearts, 

His countenaunce was, his ſword an iron ſcourge, 

Hee ona cole-blacke Corſer mounted was, 

And in his hand a battle-axc he held, 

His Beuer vp, his corſlet was of ſteel e, 

Varnilhe as blacke as ict : his bales blacke, 

And 
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And blacke fro head to foore, yea horſe & hoofe 
As blacke as night : but ina twincke me thoughe 
He chang dat once his habitaud his ſteede, 
And hada Gartcr as bhistather had, 

But rich and coſtly, with imbrodery 

OfPearle, and Gould I could on it diſcerne, 
The Pocly whereofT (pake of yore, 

And well I wot lince this King Edwarddaies, 
Our Kinges & Queenes abour their roiallarmes, 
Haue ina gatter borne this Pocſy, 

Stillas Hay, I gaz'd,and geſt at once,

Actla(t I found King Ed»ard was the man, 
Accompanide with Kings & Conquerours: 
Thattrom the ſpatious Aery houle of fame 

Set torward royall toſollemnize 
Th'inſtallement of ſome new created Knights, 
Forloe, I ſawe in rich accottrements,
